On the stand Mrs. Fenska said 
lhat she did not know it would 
change his status -with reference to 
the draft law. She said she only 
wanled the record lo be correct. 
She stated that she would not care 
if Carl went into the army. 


Rev. DeJung testified that he 


changed the dale of Carl Fenska's 
birth in his record book from 1886 
to 1885. He said that Mrs. Fenska 
came to him and said there was a 
mistake. She said the date was in- 
correct and wanted 
it corrected. 


This -was on or about July 21 or 
25 last. 


It is nol considered probable by 


governmenl officals lhat any action 
will be taken against Rev. DeJung 
although definite decision on this 
point will not be made until after 
the district attorney and his assist.

Welter's view of peace talk now. 
Bishop Wtller, who is head of the 
Fond dti.Lac Episcopal diocese, has 
three sons commissioned as officers 
and now at the front. He believes 
that peace lies in the dim distance 
and it is a fight to the finish now. 


"I wonder if the American people 


realize that we are engaged in a 
great war," he said. "Do we realize 
lhat if we are to stem this tide

invaders we must have 600,000 men 
i the trenches by spring?

>iust send them over at Ihe rate of 
10,000 a day? Are we living on less 
than we did a year ago? Are

come citizens. 


The registration of German aliens 


began Feb. 4th and is lo continue 
for six days. The work is being 
done by the police department in 
cities having a population of 5000 
or over and in other cities, villages 
and towns by postal authorities. On 
account of the absence from the cily 
of Chief of Police Straub, registra. 
lion in Rhinelander is being con_ 
dueled by Assistant Chief O'Brien 
and Sheriff Hans Rodd. Postmaster 
Matt Staplelon is doing the work 
for residents of the nearby lowns. 


Only persons born in Germany 


or who are subjects, denizens, thai 
s partly naturalized, or citizens oJ 
he Grman Empire and not 
fully 


naturalized in Ihe United Slates are 
required to register. A person born 
n Ihis country of German parents, 
who were not naturalized, is not 
within Ihe provisions of the law 
according to the Attorney General 
>f the United Slates. Citizens and 
ubjects of the government of Ans. 


parents never having been natur. 
alired in Germany. He never lived 
in Germany again. It was decided 
thai he came within the application 
of the law. . 


A person required 
to 
register 


must procure four recent photo- 
graphs of himself, unmounted, and 
not larger than 3x3 in size. He must 
then cause to be filled out three 
registration affidavits, giving 
his 


name, and places of residence and 
occupation since Jan. 1, 1914, and 
many other facts regarding himself. 
These affidavits may be written by 
any one but must l>c signed before 
the registration officer, who then 
writes a complete decription of the 
registrant and takes'a print of ev. 
>ry finger on each hand. A photo. 
;raph is then pasted on each affida. i 
vil and each signed by regislranl 
across the face. The registrant is 
urnished with a card showing

County Clerk J. J. Yerage from Mer- 
lin Hull, secretary of state, is self 
explanatory:

My Dear Mr. Yerage: 


Recently this department request- 


ed an opinion of the LT. S. Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue as 
to 


whethrr or not the officials of coun. 
ies were exempt from the payment 
of the government tax on railway 
Tarcs and telegraph and telephone 
>cs required by Section 502 of the 
\ct of Congress of Oct. 3, 1917, when 
uch county oflicals were traveling 
or using wire service, on purely of- 
icial business. 


We are now in receipt of the opin 


ion of the Commissioner Of Inter- 
nal Revenue, as follows: 


"You 
are further advised that the 


word "State" as used in Section 502 
of the Act, is construed to mean the 
state government or its political sub 
divisions. The evidence of the right 
to exemption prescribed is (Ist)^ the 
presentation to the railroad, tele- 
graph or telephone company of a 
certificate certifying that the ser- 
vice to be rendered is in the |>er- 
formance of official 
duiufc, 
and 


(2nd), Ihe presentation of satisfac- 
tory- credentials proving that the in- 
dividual demanding the service is 
an officer, agent or employee of the 
government and therefore entitled 
to this tax exemption.** 


You will note that to obtain this 


exemption, it is necessary for 
the 


county official to present a certifi- 
cate, when paying fares or*fees, cer- 
tifying that the service is in Ihe per- 
formance of official duties, and also 
display 
a satisfactory credential 


proving that the individual present- 
ing it is a county official.

He 
was loaded into'a hack 'and con- 
veyed to the theater. When he came 
o.ri the stage he was apparently as 
sober 35 the 'proverbial judge and 
carried himself through the show 
without difficulty. 


, The New North of June I, 1899, 
gives the following account of Sul- 
livan's performance: . 


'A crowd of large proportions 


witnessed the 
Sullivan 
entertain- 


ment at the opera house last night. 
People began to arrive early and 
it wasn't long before all the seats 
were filled. The show was of the 
variety order and abounded with 
specialties which took well with the 
crowd. The appearance of John L. 
on the stage was welcomed by many 
signs of pleasure. The big fellow 
played Ihe part of a sea captain and 
his huge bulk looked well in 
the 


uniform of that official. His voice 
was a trifle hoarse, probably due 
to the sudden change of climate, 
and his commands were given in 
tones that seemed to come up out 
of the floor. He carried his part, 
which vas not at all heavy, thru 
without a hitch. The contortion 
dancers, Rosa Crouch and 
Millk 


Hertina, were first class. The come- 
dians, Sanford and Lee, pleased ev- 
erybody. The illustrated songs by 
Kli 'Edwards were well 
rendered 


and heartily em-ored. Darmondy, the 
tlub swinger, did several especially 
good turns and won loud applause. 
The program concluded with 
the 


three round go advertised between 
John L. and Jake Kilrain.'The two 
exchampions were considerably'ov- 
erweight but they went at it lively 
and the exhibition was interesting. 


The preponderance of fat some- 


what handicapped Sullivan but he 
nevertheless got 'around 'on his feet 
n a manner creditable'lo "a much 
younger man. The honors 
were 


about evenly divided when time was 
called at the end of the'third round. 
The sale of seats was the largest in 
the history of the house." 


Many years ago Sullivan look his 


last drink of liquor and became a 
staunch advocate of temperance.

FARM LABORERS 


BEING EXEMPTED 


Acting on appeals from the local 


boards the district exemption board, 
which passes on all industrial and 
agricultural cliips for Jexemptlon 
from military service, has been plac 
ing the skilled farm laborers in de- 
fered classes. Only occasionally are 
the claims of a few farmers disal- 
lowed and Ihe appelants placed in 
first class. Some young men, who 
realize that they must remain 
at! 


home for a period are anxious to go 
to war, but file their claim on the 
ground that the farm work cannot i 
be discontinued. Farmers, who have| 
dependent wives and children are* 
most always placed in the 
fourth- 


class. Farmers, unmarrietl, who are! 
considered by the board necessary 
to prosecution of prosperous agri- 
cultural enterprises are placed in 
the second class. 


Any classi%ficdtlon made by the 


district board is made on recom- 
mendation of the local board, which 
endeavors to determine whether the 
claims are worthy of 
exemption. 


Any benefit of doubt in the matter 
of classification is always given to 
the farmer, as the board recognizes 
the need of agricultural labor ncrw 
and in the immediate future. They 
are also mindful of the fact that 
production is essential to waging a 
successful 
war. 


Although agricultural claims are 


the most frequent, many industrial 
claims are appealed to the district 
board. Only men whom the board 
feel are absolutely necessary 
em- 


ployes of essential industrial work 
can secure a recommendation for 
exemption. Cases are known where 
even the recommendation ~is over- 
ruled and the selectman is placed 
in class one. Railroad men, such as 
brakemen, switchmen and firemen 
are practically all being placed in 
class two because the board realiz- 
es that the railroads cannot be crip- 
pled, inasmuch as they are now un- 
der the control of the government. 
The majority of the men who are 
exempted for industrial reasons are 
either managers or directors of fac 
tones or certain branches of 
the 


railway service.
